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Dear Sir: 

In the second Office Action dated October 4, 2004, the Office has required a restriction 
between the following inventions: 

I. Claims 1-13, drawn to a method of adhering a metal layer to a substrate. 

II. Claims 20-23, drawn to a method of producing a metal transfer. 

III. Claim 27-29, drawn to a method of coating a substrate with a metal coating paste. 

Applicant hereby elects the invention in Group I including claims 1-13, without traverse. 
This election is made without prejudice, and Applicant reserves the right to pursue the claims 20- 
23 and 27-29. 
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
